THOUGHTS  ON  IMITATIONS  OF  THE  ANGLO- 

SAXON  COINAGE

Students  of  almost  all  scries  face  the  problems  of  distinguishing  genuine  coins 
from  their  contemporary  imitations,  be  they  the  work  of  local  forgers  or  the  product 
of  a  foreign  mint.  Different  methods  of  recognising  them  are  required  in  each  period, 
and  the  approach  will  often  depend  upon  the  sophistication  of  the  copies.  Edwardian 
English  sterlings  is  one  of  the  best  studied  of  medieval  series.  Edward  Burns  and 
then  the  Fox  brothers  produced  a  comprehensive  classification  of  the  pieces,  dividing 
them  into  more  than  forty  sub-groups.  Even  so,  recent  work  by  N.  J.  Mayhcw  has 
enabled  him  to  distinguish  several  distinct  groups  of  imitations  within  this  field.1 
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Having  made  a  die  study  he  found  that  one  of  the  groups  die-linked  into  pieces 
with  continental  legends  and  thus  their  attribution  was  not  difficult.  In  other  cases 
he  had  to  rely  on  less  obvious  grounds;  for  instance,  improbable  die-links  between 
coins  of ‘Canterbury’,  ‘Durham’,  and  ‘London’;  the  use  of  a  common  letter  punch 
in  one  of  the  groups  and  certain  continental  sterlings;  and  an  analysis  of  the  weights, 
which  showed  that  although  individually  they  fell  within  acceptable  limits,  their 
mean  was  lower  than  that  of  the  official  coinage.  This  advanced  work  on  imitative 
sterlings  was  only  possible  because  the  principal  series  had  already  been  classified 
in  meticulous  detail.  Thus  it  has  been  possible  to  identify  groups  as  anomalous 
which  would  otherwise  happily  have  merged  into  the  general  series. 

In  the  late  Anglo-Saxon  period,  from  the  990s,  English  pieces  were  extensively 
imitated  in  Ireland  and  Scandinavia.  They  have  been  especially  difficult  to  identify 
because  the  official  coinage  was  not  homogeneous  and  it  had  a  varying  weight 
standard,  and  in  addition  the  copies  continued  to  be  struck  long  after  their  prototypes 
had  ceased  to  be  legal  tender.  Their  quality  varies  enormously  from  the  crude  pieces 
with  meaningless  legends — which  one  can  easily  see  are  not  English  but  less  easily 
say  where  they  do  come  from — to  the  deceptively  good  pieces  with  regular  legends, 
many  of  which  must  still  lie  in  our  trays  unnoticed.  It  is  with  this  latter  group  that 
this  note  is  concerned. 
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In  the  nineteenth  century  numismatists  interpreted  the  legends  on  coins  literally, 
and  some  of  our  more  imaginative  predecessors  found  kings’  signatures  where  none 
existed.  Professor  Ott.  Alcenius  showed  the  modern  approach  when,  in  1901,  he 
suggested  that  ‘Irish'  die-cutters  had  faithfully  copied  the  English  legends  as  well  as 
the  designs-,  and  the  same  was  soon  found  to  appertain  in  Scandinavia  as  well. 
We  can  therefore  no  longer  rely  on  what  the  coins  say,  nor  is  a  general  view  as  to  the 
sophistication  of  the  pieces  an  adequate  ground  of  distinction.  So  what  criteria  can 
be  used  to  isolate  official  from  unofficial  products  ?  The  features  such  as  Mr.  Mayhew 
has  observed  in  the  Edwardian  series  we  shall  return  to  below,  but,  as  he  found,  the 
first  and  most  important  basis  to  work  from  is  an  intimate  understanding  of  the 
primary  series  itself.  We  have  come  a  long  way  in  the  last  twenty-five  years,  since 
the  latest  phase  of  work  on  the  Anglo-Saxon  element  of  the  Swedish  hoards  began. 
The  sequence  of  coin  types  after  Eadgar  is  now  settled,  and  we  do  recognise  the 
pattern  of  varying  weight  standards,  even  if  their  full  implications  are  not  yet  under¬ 
stood.  The  most  useful  research,  however,  for  those  interested  in  isolating  imitations 
has  been  the  study  of  style  variation  within  a  type,  including  the  discernment  of 
regional  die-cutting  centres  in  England. 

The  styles  emanating  from  each  of  these  die-cutting  centres  are  diverse,  but  when 
the  coins  are  studied  en  masse  a  coherent  pattern  emerges.  The  vast  majority  of 
coins  of  each  type  fit  the  pattern  so  snugly  that  we  can  say  with  some  confidence 
that  a  particular  die  was  produced  at  a  certain  English  centre.  Oui  attention  is  then 
concentrated  on  those  pieces  which  do  not  fit  the  pattern  as  we  know  it,  and  one  can 
consider  whether  there  arc  any  grounds  for  suggesting  they  are  foreign.  The  possi¬ 
bility  of  indigenous  forgeries  cannot  be  excluded  but  they  would  be  difficult  to 
recognise  as  such,  unless  found  on  English  soil.  One  is  more  likely  to  be  deceived  by 
coins  struck  from  regular  dies  which  have  been  recut  at  the  mint  to  prolong  their 
useful  life  (e.g.  see  the  Longcross  of  Norwich  referred  to  below). 

Much  work  on  the  variation  of  styles  remains  to  be  done.  T wo  pioneering 
studies  were  published  in  the  1950s  by  Professor  Dolley  on  Cnut’s  Pointed  Helmet 3 
and  Aithelred's  Last  Small  Cross,'  and  there  is  shortly  to  appear  a  paper  by  him  on 
First  Hand.  C.  S.  S.  Lyon's  definitive  study  of  Cnut's  Quatrefoil  (Dolley  wrote  a 
note  on  the  styles  of  the  South  West  region  in  the  Numismatic  Circular  for  1956  ' 
remains  to  be  published,  although  he  drew  on  this  in  his  joint  paper  in  BNJ  1961  on 
the  Scandinavian  imitations  in  Cnut's  name.  Mrs.  Smart  has  distinguished  one  style 
in  Longcross, 5  but  there  are  at  least  three  others  in  that  type.  Until  such  detailed 
work  has  been  systematically  done  over  the  whole  period  students  of  Scandinavian 
and  Irish  numismatics  will  be  unable  to  know  the  scope  of  their  earliest  coinages. 

On  what  grounds  ought  we  to  suggest  that  any  coin  with  apparently  English 
legends  is  imitative,  and  perhaps  foreign — for  it  is  incumbent  upon  those  who  deny 
the  literal  interpretation  of  a  piece  to  offer  some  valid  reason  for  doing  so.  The  follow¬ 
ing  propositions  are  offered  as  the  criteria  which  should  be  applied  in  the  late  Anglo- 
Saxon  period: 

1.  Genuine  Irregularities  (i.e.  anomalous  styles  or  legends;  but  not  pieces  which 
do  not  fit  the  pattern  referred  to  above)  are  prima  facie  evidence  of  an  imitation,  but 
this  conclusion  is  easily  displaced. 

2.  An  English  Find  Provenance  is  good  evidence  that  the  piece  is  English,  and  an 
Irish  find  provenance  that  it  is  either  English  or  Hiberno-Norse.  A  Scandinavian 
provenance,  however,  is  not  helpful  in  this  respect  unless  the  recorded  finds  for  a 
particular  type  have  such  a  local  flavour,  or  specimens  in  one  hoard  are  so  highly 
die-linked,  that  it  is  reasonable  to  infer  that  they  come  from  a  nearby  mint  (e.g. 
46  die-duplicates  of  an  ISC  Crux  mule,  Oscetel  of  York,  in  the  Igelosa  hoard, 
Igelosa  par.,  Skane  are  thought  Danish).  The  lack  of  any  recorded  English  find 
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provenance  for  a  type  or  group,  where  the  coins  are  fairly  numerous,  raises  a  pre¬ 
sumption  that  they  were  neither  struck  nor  circulated  in  this  country.  Thus  of  the 
more  barbarous  Althelred  imitations  with  blundered  legends,  which  are  generally 
considered  Scandinavian  in  origin,  there  are  some  1300  in  the  Stockholm  cabinet 
from  Swedish  hoards,  250  in  the  Copenhagen  cabinet,  and  a  considerable  number 
occur  in  the  Polish  hoards,  yet  the  writer  does  not  know  of  a  single  specimen  recorded 
from  the  United  Kingdom  or  Ireland. 

3.  Mules  between  non-consecutive  types  are  almost  invariably  imitations. 

4.  Coins  struck  on  square  flans  are  Scandinavian  imitations. 

5.  Die-links  between  three  or  more  mints,  or  between  two  distant  mints  are  prima 
facie  imitations.  However,  we  are  only  just  learning  the  extent  to  which  Anglo-Saxon 
moneyers  travelled  within  England  (see  Lyon’s  Presidential  Address  BNjf  1970, 
pp.  202-3,  for  a  discussion  of  the  moneyer  Leofwine  and  links  between  mints  as  far 
apart  as  ‘Gothaburh’,  Cissbury,  London,  and  Stamford). 

6.  An  obverse  die  which  combines  with  several  different  reverses,  or  links  into  a 
chain  of  reverses,  which  are  all  of  the  same  mint  is  some  indication  that  the  pieces  are 
official  products  of  that  mint,  although  they  may  be  anomalous  in  style  (see  com¬ 
ments  on  the  Hildulf  Longer oss  of  York,  below). 

7.  Weights:  an  irregular  weight  is,  of  itself,  rarely  sufficient  to  condemn  a  coin;  but 
it  may  be  said  that  an  exceptionally  heavy  weight  is  more  cogent  evidence  of  imitation 
than  a  corresponding  light  weight. 

8.  Die- Axis:  irregularity  is  not  a  valid  criterion  since  official  products  may  have 
apparently  irregular  axes,  although  in  fact  regular  about  some  axis  other  than  0°. 

9.  Centring:  while  the  centring  of  Scandinavian  imitations  is  generally  poorer  than 
that  of  Anglo-Saxon  or  Hiberno-Norse  pieces,  a  sufficiently  high  proportion  of 
those  are  also  struck  off-centre  as  to  make  this  criterion  unhelpful. 

10.  Hapax  Moneyers,  moneyers  who  are  only  known  at  a  mint  from  one  reverse 
die,  deserve  careful  scrutiny. 

To  what  extent  did  dies  move  across  the  Irish  Sea  and  the  North  Sea?  When  a 
die-chain  occurs  which  apparently  links  both  English  coins  and  blatant  imitations  it 
may  either  be  said  that  an  English  die  was  transported  to  a  centre  of  imitation,  or  that 
the  seemingly  English  pieces  are  really  only  very  good  copies.  There  seems  little 
doubt  that  some  English  dies  were  used  abroad,  but  the  number  of  established 
instances  is  small.  In  the  Hiberno-Norse  sphere  of  influence  we  so  far  know  of  two 
dies  taken  to  Dublin  (a  Crux  from  Watchet6  and  a  Longcross  from  Worcester7) 
and  one  die  from  Dublin  to  Man8.  Dolley  and  Smart  have  suggested  that  three 
obverse  and  two  reverse  dies  were  taken  from  York  in  c.  997  for  use  in  a  Danish 
mint,9  and  Lyon,  van  der  Meer,  and  Dolley  have  identified  certain  dies  used  in 
Scandinavia  as  of  probable  English  manufacture10.  A  die  which  was  transported 
abroad  must  have  left  in  one  of  three  circumstances ;  either  the  Vikings  took  it  by 
force,  or  it  was  traded  in  breach  of  mint  policy,  or  there  was  an  officially  sanctioned 
policy  for  the  export  of  royal  dies.  Any  such  event  would  be  of  great  significance  to 
the  historian,  but  before  he  can  make  such  an  assertion  the  numismatist  must  be 
sure  that  he  is  not  dealing  with  exceptionally  accurate  imitations.  In  short,  there 
should  be  convincing  evidence  before  one  postulates  the  movement  of  a  die  between 
two  countries. 

The  suggestion  in  a  recent  article  of  Dr.  E.  J.  Harris  that  there  was  a  wholesale 
movement  of  English  dies  to  Scandinavia  which  started  in  the  time  of  Cnut  and  con¬ 
tinued  into  Harthacnut’s  reign,11  the  present  writer  finds  it  hard  to  support.  Harris 
actually  cites  the  paper  by  Professor  Dolley  which  shows  that  English  Crux  and 
ISC  dies  were  used  in  Denmark  almost  twenty  years  before  Cnut’s  accession,  and 
takes  no  cognisance  of  the  fact  that  the  only  other  published  examples  relate  to  the 
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early  years  of  Cnut’s  reign.  This  is  not  to  say  that  evidence  of  dies  moving  in  later 
years  may  not  be  revealed,  but  sufficient  work  has  as  yet  not  been  done.  Certain 
factual  errors  also  occur  in  this  article,  some  of  which  may  be  typographical.  Harthac- 
nut’s  final  accession  as  sole  king  was  on  Harold’s  death  on  17th  March  1040,  not  in 
1039  as  Harris  states,  and  Harthacnut  remained  in  Scandinavia  until  1039  not  1038. 
There  is  no  evidence  that  Harthacnut  was  ever  King  of  Sweden,  nor  die  he  “acquire 
the  Kingdom  of  Norway  in  1036’’,  although  he  did  conclude  a  treaty  with  Magnus 
of  Norway  under  which  the  survivor  would  succeed  to  the  other’s  kingdom.  This 
was  in  fact  fulfilled  in  1042  when  Magnus  became  king  of  Denmark  on  Harthacnut's 
death.  The  other  thesis  which  Dr.  Harris  offers  is  that  the  king’s  name  often  ap¬ 
peared  in  a  garbled  form  on  Harold  Fs  coins  because  the  mint  officers  were  uncertain 
as  to  which  of  Cnut’s  sons  they  should  show  allegiance.  An  analysis  of  B.  E.  Hilde¬ 
brand’s  Anglosachsiska  Mynt  (2nd  Ed.)  does  not  bear  this  out,  for  while  111  of  the 
1048  coins  (10.5%)  of  Harold  have  irregular  spellings  of  the  king’s  name,  of  those 
in  the  name  of  Harthacnut  95  out  of  189  (50%)  and  of  Edward  the  Confessor  208 
out  of  800  (26%)  have  irregular  spellings.  This  suggests  that  Harold’s  coins  were 
actually  more  regular  than  those  of  his  half-brother. 

Dr.  Harris  illustrates  his  article  with  four  coins,  three  of  which  he  says  are  com¬ 
binations  of  an  English  and  a  Viking  die  and  the  other  a  straight  forward  imitation. 
The  first  coin,  a  Longcross  of  Norwich  (Swertinc)  is  in  fact  English,  and  one  of  those 
scarce  examples  where  the  obverse  die  has  been  recut  in  the  mint.  Fig.  b  of  the 
present  paper  shows  the  dies  in  their  original  condition  (BEH  3193 — 1.68g.)  and 
Fig.  c  (BEH  3192 — 1.30g.)  after  the  hair  and  lettering  have  been  recut.  Two  other 
pieces  in  the  Swedish  Royal  Cabinet,  BEH  3188  (1.72g. — Fig.  a)  and  BEH  3188A 
(1.72g.),  are  from  the  same  obverse  in  its  original  state.  Unfortunately  only  the  reverse 
of  his  second  coin  is  illustrated,  and  so  the  writer  is  unable  to  comment  on  Dr. 
Harris’s  observation  that  the  obverse  is  of  English  workmanship.  The  reverse 
appears  to  be  a  duplicate  (but  with  the  annulet  obscured)  of  the  piece  tentatively 
attributed  to  Roskilde  in  P.  Hauberg’s  Myntforhold  og  U dmyntninger  i  Danmark 
indtil  1146  (Copenhagen,  1900),  illustrated  by  fine  drawing  plate  II,  no.  24. 

Dr.  Harris’s  third  coin  is  also  English.  Dahfin  is  a  reputable  York  moneyer 
known,  not  only  for  Last  Small  Cross  as  is  asserted,  but  also  by  two  specimens  in  the 
Stockholm  Systematic  Collection  of  Quatref oil  type  (BEH  511  and  511  A);  both 
coins,  from  the  same  pair  of  dies,  are  of  the  earliest  ‘York’  style  and  Dahfin  probably 
ceased  minting  within  a  year  or  so  of  Cnut’s  accession.  Harris’s  coin  is  of  classic 
‘Northern  A’  style  and  it  is  not  unusual  for  the  ligature  ‘AP  to  be  omitted  in  favour 
of  ‘E’.  A  coin  in  the  British  Museum  from  the  same  obverse  die  (BMC  no.  68) 
demonstrates  that  the  transcription  should  read  a  thome  for  the  first  ‘D’,  a  ligated 
‘NG’  in  ANGLORVM,  and  the  third  letter  of  the  King’s  name  is,  as  one  would 
expect,  an  ‘E’  and  not  a  ‘Z’. 

The  last  coin,  a  Longcross  with  the  reverse -f-H I LDVLF  M’O  EOFR  has  troubled 
the  present  writer  for  some  time.  Professor  Dolley  in  SCBI  Copenhagen,  vol.  v, 
no.  30,  attributes  it  to  Dublin,  no  doubt  on  account  of  the  several  Hiberno-Norse 
features  of  the  obverse.  There  are  at  least  ten  coins  known  from  this  obverse  die, 
combined  writh  four  different  reverse  dies  bearing  identical  legends.  They  may  be 
fisted:

Hildulf  is  a  prolific  York  moneyer  who  was  operating  from  ALthelred’s  Crux  to 
Cnut’s  Short  Cross  type.  If  these  nine  coins  were  Hiberno-Norse  imitations,  Hil- 
dulf’s  entire  Longcross  output  would  be  represented  by  only  two  coins,  from  one 
pair  of  dies : —

The  four  reverses  are  of  very  similar  and  very  English  workmanship,  but  they 
differ  in  that  one  has  a  pellet  in  the  first  quarter,  another  has  a  pellet  in  the  second 
quarter,  another  has  a  pellet  in  the  fourth  quarter,  and  the  last  reverse  has  no  pellets 
at  all.  Pellets  are  quite  a  regular  feature  of  York  reverses  in  this  type,  however  the 
Hildulf  prototype  die,  if  the  nine  are  considered  imitations,  itself  has  no  pellets. 
It  would  require  exceptional  intuition  of  a  Dublin  die-cutter  to  place  a  pellet  on  the 
reverse  of  an  imitation  of  York,  let  alone  to  vary  its  position  on  each  die.  Bearing  in 
mind  proposition  (6)  above,  the  writer  inclines  to  the  view  that  these  ten  coins 
were  all  struck  in  York  from  English  reverse  dies.  In  suggesting  this  he  is  unable  to 
offer  a  satisfactory  explanation  for  the  very  obvious  ‘Irish’  features  of  the  obverse. 
While  being  loath  to  suggest  that  a  Hiberno-Norse  die  was  brought  into  England  and 
used  in  the  production  of  the  official  coinage,  the  alternative  propositions  that  an 
English  die-cutter  should  have  copied  ‘Irish’  characteristics,  or  should  subsequently 
have  worked  in  Dublin,  may  seem  even  less  likely.  It  may  be  that  Hildulf  consciously 
retained  this  obverse  die,  despite  three  changes  of  reverse  die,  precisely  because  of  its 
unusual  features  or  connections. 

Dr.  Harris  has  published,12  under  joint  authorship  with  Mr.  R.  Sharman,  a 
sequel  to  his  first  article  which  they  describe  as  a  supplement  to  those  works  of 
Dolley  and  his  collaborators  already  referred  to.  It  is  plain,  however,  that  Professor 
Dolley  himself  has  had  no  connection  with  either  of  these  two  articles.  The  authors 
of  this  piece  illustrate  three  Longcross  coins  with  a  Lincoln  mint-signature  of  irregular 
style.  They  point  to  certain  unusual  features  of  the  legends,  which  in  certain  respects 
they  misread,  and  declare  that  the  pieces  are  probably  Scandinavian.  One  must 
wonder  whether  the  authors  consulted  H.  R.  Mossop’s  definitive  work  on  The 
Lincoln  Mint  published  in  1970.  A  glance  at  the  259  Longcross  there  illustrated 
shows  that  some  80%  of  the  coins  are  of  irregular  style,  many  with  unusual  legends. 
It  is  plain  that  the  Lincoln  mint  was  not  supplied  with  dies  from  the  national  die¬ 
cutting  centre.  However  while  style  is  a  subjective  thing  upon  which  the  authors 
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may  form  their  own  view,  the  consequence  of  identifying  one  coin  as  Scandinavian 
is  that  all  coins  with  which  it  die-links  must  be  so  ascribed  as  well,  unless  convincing 
evidence  can  be  shown  for  believing  that  an  English  die  was  taken  to  Scandinavia. 
Mossop’s  die-linking  tables  indicate  that  Fig.  1  of  Harris  and  Sharman’s  article 
{Mossop  pi.  XII,  6)  die-links  with  a  further  reverse  die;  their  Fig.  2  ( Mossop  pi.  XI,  3) 
die-links  with  two  further  obverse  dies  and  four  further  reverse  dies:  while  their 
Fig.  3  forms  part  of  a  die-chain  containing  no  less  than  twenty  obverse  dies  and 
twenty-three  reverse  dies,  incorporating  five  Lincoln  moneyers.  The  authors  do  not 
suggest  that  all  these  dies  are  Scandinavian,  and  it  is  hard  to  see  how  they  could. 
Indeed  they  do  not  mention  the  point,  but  hence  it  would  appear  that  their  suggested 
reattribution  of  these  three  Lincoln  coins  cannot  be  relied  upon. 

In  conclusion  the  writer  has  taken  no  pleasure  in  his  critique  of  these  two  articles, 
but  has  taken  the  opportunity  to  consider  some  of  the  problems  involved  in  identi¬ 
fying  imitations  in  this  period,  and  the  traps  which  may  befall  any  who  come  to  them. 
An  immense  amount  of  work  remains  to  be  done  on  the  styles  and  moneyers  of  the 
Anglo-Saxon  series  before  we  can  approach  the  question  of  imitations  with  confi¬ 
dence  of  achieving  anything  like  finality.  It  remains  for  me  to  thank  Elsa  Lindberger 
and  the  authorities  of  the  Royal  Coin  Cabinet,  housed  in  the  Statens  Museum  For 
Mynt  Medalj  och  Penninghistoria  at  Stockholm,  for  supplying  the  direct  photo¬ 
graphs  which  accompany  this  note. 
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THE  SABAEAN  SCRIPT  ON  THE  COINS  OF 

SOUTH  ARABIA

The  nicest  looking,  in  my  opinion,  of  all  the  Semitic  alphabets  is  Sabaean.  A  great 
number  of  Sabaean  inscriptions  have  been  found  cut  out  on  rocks  and  stones  in  South 
Arabia,  and  this  fact  must  have  had  some  bearing  on  the  shapes  of  the  letters  which 
look  “rock-like”. 

Sabaean  is  extremely  important  historically — quite  apart  from  the  fact  that  the 
famous  “Queen  of  Sheba”  who  visited  Solomon  was  really  “Queen  of  the  Sabaeans”. 
First  of  all,  it  is  the  only  alphabet  of  the  South  Semitic  group  that  we  find  on  coins — 
all  the  others,  Hebrew,  Phoenician,  Aramaic,  etc.,  belong  to  the  North  Semitic.  They 
undoubtedly  had  a  common  ancestor,  a  “proto-Semitic”  which  has  yet  to  be 
discovered. 

Secondly,  Sabaean  not  only  spread  to  the  neighbouring  African  coast,  to  become 
the  alphabet  of  Ethiopia  (in  particular,  the  script  of  the  Axumite  kings),  but  also 
spread  to  India  where  the  Indians  developed  it  into  Brahmi,  which  in  turn  was  the 
ancestor  of  all  modern  scripts  of  India  and  South-East  Asia. 
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Its  spread  to  India  reflects  the  importance  of  South  Arabia  as  a  link  between  India 
and  the  Mediterranean  in  the  days  before  the  Ptolemies  established  a  trade  route 
overland  from  Alexandria  to  the  East.  Goods  arrived  from  India  by  sea,  and  were  then 
passed  on  by  a  land  route  up  the  western  coast  of  the  Arabian  peninsula. 

There  are  twenty-nine  letters  in  the  Sabaean  alphabet.  The  following  list  gives 
only  those  letters  found  on  the  coins.  In  the  list  modern  Hebrew  equivalents  are  also 
given  where  these  exactly  equate  with  the  Sabaean. 
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Writing  is  from  right  to  left,  omitting  the  short  vowels.  In  addition,  a  clearly 
defined  vertical  line  separates  one  word  from  the  next. 

Words  and  names  appearing  on  the  coins  are  as  follows : 
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From  about  650  to  115  B.c.  the  Sabaeans  were  the  great  power  of  South  Arabia, 
^  but  numismatically  speaking  they  are  disappointing.  In  the  main  they  imitated  Ath- 
W  enian  coins  of  the  Head  of  Athena/Owl  type.  The  earliest  are  very  close  to  the  original ; 
but  later  they  produced  coins  like  Fig.  1.  Across  the  top  is  a  legend  in  a  script  which 
is  uncertain,  but  must  be  some  sort  of  North  Semitic.  In  front  of  the  owl  are  the 
remains  of  the  Greek  “Athe”;  but  over  the  wing  is  a  definitely  Sabaean  monogram  of 
three  letters  reading  “Yanaf”,  which  means  “exalted”.

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There  are  other  oddments  from  the  early  period,  such  as  Fig.  2,  a  Second  Century 
B.c.  imitation  of  an  Alexander  tetradrachm  reading  something  like  “Abyatha’  ”,  whom 
scholars  suggest  as  a  possible  king  of  the  Minaeans. 

The  best  series  comes  later,  c.  a.d.  50-150,  when  the  Himyarites  had  gained  pre¬ 
eminence  in  South  Arabia.  The  order  in  which  the  kings  come  is  uncertain,  but  they 
each  produced  silver  coins  of  scyphate  shape,  wTith  a  head  plus  legend  on  the  obverse, 
and  a  head  without  legend  (as  Fig.  3)  on  the  reverse.  Why  there  should  be  two  heads 
is  uncertain — perhaps  one  is  that  of  a  god:  perhaps  both  are  of  the  same  person, 
the  king.  These  coins  were  minted  at  Raidan. 


The  Himyarite  kings  were : 

(1)  Karibail  Yehunim — Fig.  4.  The  monogram  in  front  of  the  chin  is  of  uncertain 
meaning,  as  are  all  other  monograms  except  “yanaf”.  The  mint  name  is  written  across 
the  bottom. 

(2)  ’amdan  Yehuqbis — Fig.  5. 

(3)  ’amdan  Bayyin — Fig.  6.  Some  coins  include  the  monogram  “yanaf”,  others  omit 
it,  so  there  may  be  two  kings  of  similar  name  rather  than  just  one.  Coins  of  this  ruler 
(or  rulers)  are  the  commonest  of  the  series. 

(4)  TharanYa’ub. — Fig.  7. 

(5)  Shamnar  Yehun’im — Fig.  8. 

There  is  also  a  very  similar  type  minted  by  Yeda’ab  Yanaf  at  Harb  (Fig.  9),  which 
was  the  capital  of  the  Qatabanian  tribe. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  there  is  much  more  research  needed  into  this  area  of 
numismatics,  and  perhaps  many  more  South  Arabian  coins  of  this  period  to  be 
discovered. 
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GEOGRAPHICAL  PATTERNS  OF  MINTING  IN 

MEDIEVAL  ENGLAND

From  the  time  of  Offa  to  the  late  tenth  century 

The  minting  of  the  earliest  pennies  began  at  Canterbury,  but  Offa  also  minted  in 
East  Anglia  (at  Ipswich  again  ?),  and  on  a  small  scale  at  a  Mercian  mint,  presumably 
London.  Another  Mercian  and  a  Middle  Anglian  mint  have  been  postulated,  but  the 
evidence  for  them  is  inconclusive.  The  contrast  with  the  more  widely  dispersed 
minting  of  the  sceattas  is  in  any  case  noticeable,  particularly  in  the  earlier  of  Offa’s 
coinages,  and  it  has  led  to  the  suggestion  that  there  was  an  economic  or  monetary 
recession  which  almost  halted  the  flow  of  bullion  to  the  mints.  At  the  same  time  that 
the  earliest  pennies  were  being  struck  in  Canterbury,  it  is  possible  that  sceattas  on  a 
^  restored  standard  were  being  struck  elsewhere  in  England.  The  York  mint  under 

W  Eadberht  was  active  in  the  age  of  Offa,  and  Northumbria  clung  for  a  long  time  to  the 

old-fashioned  fabric  of  the  sceattas,  so  that  a  quite  separate  area  of  monetary  circula¬ 
tion  evolved  in  northern  Britain. 

In  the  politically  disturbed  period  from  the  death  of  Offa  in  796,  to  the  mid¬ 
ninth  century,  Canterbury  was  again  dominant,  with  the  East  Anglian  mint  a  good 
second.  Canterbury  came  to  have  a  normal  complement  of  6  moneyers  for  the  king, 
and  2  working  for  the  archbishop.  Rochester  from  ca.  810  was  another  joint  mint, 
with  royal  and  episcopal  moneyers,  as  Lyon  has  pointed  out  in  an  important  review 
of  Sutherland’s  English  Coinage.  There  was  a  fourth  mint  at  London,  and  two 
“outliers”,  at  York  and  in  Wessex  (where  the  pre-Alfredian  mint  was  probably  still 
at  Hamwih).  The  coinages  of  the  southern  kingdoms  circulated  throughout  the 
south,  the  midlands,  and  East  Anglia,  as  is  clearly  shown  (and  this  must  be  em¬ 
phasized)  by  stray  finds,  but  minting  was  largely  confined  to  the  south-eastern  corner 
of  the  country — almost  to  the  Thames  estuary.  The  most  curious  aspect  of  the  geo¬ 
graphical  distribution  of  the  mints  is  that  so  little  coinage  should  have  been  struck  in 
Wessex,  at  a  time  when  that  kingdom  was  gaining  the  ascendancy  over  Mercia. 
The  inactivity  at  Hamwih  is  all  the  more  puzzling  in  light  of  the  evidence  that  coinage 
circulated  widely  in  southern  England,  and  when  one  remembers  that  the  “Hamwih” 
sceattas  had  been  struck  in  large  numbers.  The  West  Saxon  kings  struck  most  of 
their  coins  at  Canterbury.  This  fact  has  been  over-generalized,  and  perhaps  even 
mistaken  as  regards  its  implications  for  monetary  history.  It  certainly  does  not  imply 
that  the  use  of  coinage  was  restricted  to  the  south-eastern  corner  of  the  country. 
p  The  map  of  provenances  refutes  that.  More  probably,  it  was  only  at  the  points  of 
entry  used  by  the  cross-Channel  traders  that  there  was  a  sufficient  flow  of  bullion  to 
sustain  active  minting.  Inland,  the  demand  for  coinage  may  have  exceeded  the  supply, 
so  that  whatever  the  mints  produced  was  absorbed  into  circulation,  or  was  hoarded, 
or  was  melted  down  for  non-monetary  use,  and  in  any  case  was  not  recycled.  As  the 
mints  must  have  seen  it,  much  of  their  considerable  output  just  “disappeared”  into 
the  countryside.  Output  was  on  a  particularly  large  scale  in  the  debased  Mercian 
“lunette”  coinage  of  Burgred,  which  may  have  been  minted  at  Rochester  rather  than 
London.  In  either  case  it  is  intriguing  to  consider  the  implications  for  trade,  from 
the  fact  that  the  flow  of  bullion  to  the  Mercian  mint  was  distinctly  more  plentiful 
than  that  to  Canterbury. 

The  Danish  onslaughts  on  the  Heptarchic  kingdoms  resulted  finally  in  the 
partitioning  of  England,  and  a  significant  shift  of  minting  into  the  Danelaw — not 
only  at  York,  where  a  silver  penny  coinage  was  finally  introduced,  but  also  in  East 
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Anglia,  Lincolnshire,  and  the  midlands — as  the  old  trade-routes  of  the  North  Sea 
were  disrupted.  Commercial  contacts  with  the  Ostmen  of  Dublin  brought  Chester 
to  prominence.  There  were  thus  obviously  political  as  well  as  economic  reasons  for 
the  changed  pattern  of  minting  in  the  midlands  and  the  north. 

In  Alfred’s  diminished  realm  of  southern  England,  the  traditional  arrangements 
persisted,  the  mint  of  Canterbury  retaining  the  role  it  had  consolidated  during  the 
previous  half-century.  The  artistically  impressive  mint-signed  coinages  of  Gloucester, 
Winchester,  Exeter,  Oxford,  and  Bath  mark  an  entirely  new  approach  to  the  provision 
of  mints.  The  coins  are  excessively  scarce  today;  and  almost  certainly  were  originally 
struck  only  on  a  small  scale.  They  may  be  seen  as  “prestige”  issues,  fostering  a  new 
spirit  of  civic  consciousness  and  growing  national  morale.  For  one  reason  or  another, 
their  commercial  and  monetary  significance  seems  never  to  have  become  very  great. 

Political  considerations,  again,  entered  into  the  more  widespread  creation  of  mints 
by  Edward  the  Elder  and  his  successors.  The  coins  at  first  unfortunately  do  not  always 
bear  mint-signatures,  and  their  geographical  patterns  can  therefore  be  interpreted 
only  in  general  terms.  The  governing  idea  was  that  each  of  the  new  fortified  burhs  or 
boroughs  should  have  a  mint.  For  the  reign  of  ALthelstan  we  now  have  a  full  list  of 
the  varieties  minted,  and  we  know  of  35  mints.  From  the  proportions  of  die-links  and 
die-duplicates  among  the  coins  of  the  small  mints,  it  is  clear  that  their  output  was 
minimal,  and  one  may  guess  that  dies  were  often  not  fully  used.  The  new  burghal 
system  of  minting  in  the  early  tenth  century  was  clearly  not  justified  by  economic 
need  or  convenience,  and  there  are  not  many  clues  to  the  thinking  behind  its  creation. 
The  disparity  of  output  between  the  small  mints  and  the  few  large  ones  is  enormous. 
It  is  the  latter  which  offer  significant  evidence  of  a  changed  pattern  of  monetary 
circulation,  or,  perhaps  more  accurately,  of  a  changed  pattern  of  bullion  import  and 
net  bullion  movement.  Their  evidence  is  all  the  more  interesting  in  that  it  pre-dates 
the  introduction  of  periodic  type-changes. 

The  old  pattern  of  a  concentration  of  minting  in  the  south-east  is  quite  abruptly 
replaced  by  a  northern  emphasis.  Chester  emerges  as  a  major  mint.  Similarly  large 
quantities  of  coin  are  struck  in  the  north-east,  at  York  and  probably  Lincoln.  Late  in 
Aithelstan’s  reign  Norwich  is  clearly  in  evidence  as  the  mint  for  East  Anglia.  The 
Five  Boroughs,  and  in  particular  Derby,  have  a  considerable  output.  If  we  look  at 
the  evidence  for  the  first  three-quarters  of  the  tenth  century  as  a  whole,  there  would 
seem  to  be  a  connection  between  the  frequent  hoarding  of  English  coins  in  the  Irish 
Sea  coastlands  and  the  western  isles  of  Scotland,  and  the  prominence  of  the  northern 
English  mints.  One  imagines  that  there  was  peaceful  trade,  in  which  the  merchants 
of  Dublin  played  a  part,  as  well  as  looting  and  raiding,  and  that  there  was  therefore  a 
two-way  flow  of  bullion.  The  silver  leaving  the  country  escaped  record,  except  for 
that  fraction  of  it  that  we  know  about  from  the  Irish  and  the  northern  hoards.  The 
silver  coming  back  into  England  was,  so  to  speak,  documented  for  us  by  passing 
through  the  mints.  This  explanation  in  terms  of  “points  of  entry”  is  no  doubt 
incomplete.  The  commercial  life  of  cities  such  as  York  and  Chester  would  generate 
its  own  local  needs  for  coinage,  for  example.  But  a  wider  view  based  on  the  pattern 
of  minting  for  the  whole  country  might  lead  one  to  suppose  that  trade  to  the  north 
was  the  dominant  factor  in  the  situation.  There  are  two  other  possibilities.  Silver 
mining  brought  bullion  into  the  mints,  as  did  the  organised  extortions  of  military 
expeditions,  and  it  has  been  suggested  that  Chester's  output  can  be  explained  in  that 
way,  by  reference  to  north  Welsh  silver.  Aithelstan's  annual  tribute  of  £300  in  silver 
imposed  on  the  Welsh  might  account  for  the  output  of  7  or  8  pairs  of  dies  a  year.  But 
the  concurrent  rise  of  the  York  mint  is  unlikely  to  have  been  aided  by  newly-mined 
metal.  Secondly,  regional  administration  may  somehow  have  begun  to  create  work 
for  the  mints.  Oxford  is  a  surprisingly  important  mint  under  ALthelstan,  perhaps 
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because  of  its  border  position  between  Mercia  and  Wessex,  and  the  early  date  from 
which  Edward  the  Elder  held  it.  Again,  Winchester,  with  a  complement  of  six 
moneyers,  seems  to  have  overtaken  Southampton  as  a  mint-place. 

Mints  appear  all  along  the  south  coast,  at  Exeter,  Bridport,  Wareham,  Chichester, 
Lewes,  Lymne,  and  Dover.  They  may  have  been  set  up  with  the  idea  of  converting 
into  English  coin  any  foreign  silver  that  was  brought  in  by  cross-Channel  trade;  but 
their  output  was  for  the  most  part  very  small. 

From  Eadgar’s  reform  to  the  mid-twelfth  century 

The  periodic  type-changes  which  began  with  Eadgar’s  reform  were  supported  by 
the  creation  of  even  more  mints  throughout  England.  The  local  need  which  was 
imposed  on  the  population  to  change  their  coins  increased  the  relative  importance  of 
the  small  mints,  particularly  during  the  first  twenty  years  or  so  of  the  scheme’s 
operation.  Even  so  a  West  Country  mint  such  as  Watchet,  for  example,  was  res¬ 
ponsible  for  less  than  half  of  one  per  cent  of  the  national  coinage.  At  the  other 
extreme,  London  continued  to  grow  in  commercial  importance. 

A  change  that  coincided  with  Eadgar’s  reform  was  a  sharp  decrease  in  the  relative 
levels  of  activity  of  the  northern  mints  of  Chester  and  York,  and  a  matching  decline 
in  the  occurrence  of  Reform  coins  in  northern  hoards.  It  looks  almost'  as  though  an 
attempt  was  made  temporarily  to  close  the  frontier.  The  king  and  his  advisers  may 
have  realised  that  the  net  export  of  bullion  northwards  and  westwards  had  begun  to 
threaten  the  English  currency. 

The  large  total  of  mints,  and  the  possibility  of  dating  the  coins  within  narrow 
limits,  means  that  we  can  hope  to  look  for  changes  in  the  volume  of  output  over 
short  periods,  and  that  comparisons  between  mints  may,  for  example,  show  one 
increasing  its  activity  while  another  declines.  As  a  prerequisite  we  need  fairly  accurate 
information  about  the  total  numbers  of  dies  originally  employed.  Such  information  is 
so  far  available  for  only  a  few  mints,  such  as  Tam  worth,  the  Sussex  mints,  and 
Watchet,  with  Mossop’s  opus  magnum  on  Lincoln  as  the  touchstone.  Numismatists 
have,  of  course,  looked  for  clues  in  the  assemblages  of  coins  from  individual  mints,  but 
usually  they  have  been  interested  in  clues  to  the  institutional  history  of  the  mint, 
rather  than  to  the  economic  interpretation  of  changes  in  its  total  output  or  of  statistical 
movements  relative  to  other  mints.  This  is  a  topic  where  much  basic  information 
has  still  to  be  assembled. 

The  lower  survival-rate  of  English  coins  from  about  the  middle  of  the  eleventh 
century  up  to  the  time  of  Stephen  makes  it  rather  more  difficult  to  apply  similar 
methods  of  study  except  here  and  there — for  example  in  William  I’s  Paxs  type — 
although  type  changes  continued  at  short  intervals.  When  type  changes  were  aban¬ 
doned,  and  coins  remained  current  for  a  generation  or  more,  a  new  problem  arose. 
Their  loss  of  weight,  by  wear  and  by  illicit  clipping,  made  a  general  recoinage  an 
expensive  operation.  Costs  that  had  previously  been  concealed  from  notice  within 
the  customary  charges  now  became  a  headache. 

Administrative  and  other  reasons  for  reducing  the  number  of  mints 

Between  the  middle  of  the  twelfth  and  the  middle  of  the  thirteenth  centuries, 
the  number  of  mints  declined,  for  a  variety  of  political,  economic,  and  administrative 
reasons,  the  underlying  theme  of  which  was  that  the  small  mints  were  more  trouble 
than  they  were  worth,  at  a  time  when  even  major  mints  had  their  problems.  Canter¬ 
bury  was  closed  for  a  time,  after  the  murder  of  Thomas  Becket.  The  boroughs 
generally  had  to  pay  dues  to  the  king  for  the  privilege  of  minting.  Norwich,  paying 
a  fee  of  £ 6  a  year  for  six  moneyers,  decided  to  economize  by  dropping  one  moneyer 
in  1164,  a  second  in  1172,  two  more  in  1173,  the  fifth  in  1174,  and  the  last  in  1176, 
when  the  mint  was  closed. 
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PATTERNS  OF  MINTING  IN  MEDIEVAL  ENGLAND 


Henry  II  twice  had  the  experience  of  renewing  a  currency  that  had  deteriorated 
through  wear  and  tear  after  being  unreformed  for  a  generation.  In  1157  the  defici¬ 
encies  of  Stephen’s  reign  were  corrected.  Only  29  mints  were  involved,  but  the  reasons 
why  there  were  so  many  fewer  than  might  have  been  the  case  fifty  or  even  twenty-five 
years  previously  are  not  documented.  There  is  some  reason  to  suspect  that  the  King 
himself  selected  the  mint-places,  but  the  first  major  reduction  in  the  number  of  the 
English  mints  is  largely  unexplained. 

In  1180,  when  a  second  renewal  was  necessary,  Henry  made  a  major  innovation 
by  separating  the  exchanges  from  the  mints,  and  brought  the  former  more  closely 
under  his  own  control,  by  the  appointment  of  a  single  royal  servant  as  warden  of  all 
the  exchanges  in  England.  Thereafter,  vested  interest  was  no  longer  so  heavily  on  the 
side  of  individual  mints,  and  the  Crown  derived  more  satisfactory  profits  from  the 
coinage.  Another  innovation  was  the  supply  of  royal  bullion  to  the  exchanges,  to 
serve  as  a  working  stock,  or  to  “prime  the  pump’’.  The  Oxford  mint,  incidentally, 
had  no  exchange  attached  to  it,  presumably  because  its  function  was  to  strike  coins  ^ 
for  the  King  when  he  was  in  residence  at  Woodstock.  fi 

Following  an  internal  reform  of  1222,  that  is  to  say,  during  the  later  part  of  the 
currency  of  the  Short  Cross  type,  Henry  III  took  the  opportunity  to  announce  that 
the  exchanges  of  England  were  at  London  and  Canterbury  alone ;  when  the  next 
general  recoinage  took  place,  in  1247,  the  strength  of  precedent  had  been  weakened 
by  the  passage  of  time,  and  the  provincial  mints  were  reopened  strictly  upon  royal 
instructions.  As  soon  as  they  had  fulfilled  their  task,  they  were  closed  upon  the  same 
authority.  The  bureaucracy  of  central  government  had  very  clearly  taken  control. 


The  contrast  between  regions  of  minting  and  regions  of  circulation 

In  the  Cross-and-crosslets  issue,  1158-80,  a  recent  estimate  suggests  that  London 
accounted  for  about  33%  of  the  national  production,  and  Canterbury  17%.  The 
mints  of  East  Anglia — Norwich,  Bury,  Thetford,  Ipswich,  and  Colchester — together 
struck  23%  of  the  issue.  Thus  7  mints  in  the  south-east  and  east  of  the  country 
produced  about  73%  of  the  coinage — a  reflection,  presumably,  of  the  monetary 
importance  of  trade  across  the  North  Sea.  Lincoln’s  share,  on  the  other  hand,  was 
only  5%,  and  York’s,  at  3%,  was  even  smaller.  Many  of  the  mints  in  the  west,  in¬ 
cluding  Chester,  Gloucester,  Hereford,  and  Shrewsbury,  were  almost  completely 
inactive  after  the  initial  recoinage.  This  fact  allows  us  to  assess  from  one  example  the 
quantities  of  coinage  that  silver  mining  might  contribute  to  the  national  stock  of 
currency:  the  joint  mints  of  Carlisle  and  Newcastle  were  the  outlets  for  the  import¬ 
ant  silver  mines  of  Alston,  high  in  the  Pennines.  They  struck  under  2.5%  of  the  Cross- 
and-crosslets  coinage,  of  which  one  may  assume  that  most  was  from  newly-mined  metal.  ^ 

The  Short  cross  coinage,  1180-1247,  was  at  first  issued  from  11  mints,  and  cen-^ 
tralising  tendencies  were  as  we  have  seen  later  carried  to  such  a  point  that  only 
London  and  Canterbury  were  at  work.  Increasingly  from  the  late  twelfth  century  on¬ 
wards,  one  can  draw  upon  statistics  of  the  relative  proportions  of  coins  of  different 
mints  in  large  hoards,  as  a  method  of  estimating  their  original  total  output.  For  the 
Short  cross  series,  the  results  are  blurred  unless  one  distinguishes  the  recoinages 
from  the  routine  issues. 

The  same  is  even  more  true  of  the  Long  cross  coinage,  1247-79.  During  the 
recoinage  of  1247-50,  the  London  and  Canterbury  mints  were  responsible  for  about 
55%  of  the  issue,  and  the  provincial  mints  45%.  In  the  following  twenty  years,  how¬ 
ever,  provincial  output  fell  to  only  4%  of  the  total,  while  London  and  Canterbury 
accounted  for  96%.  This  is  apparently  an  index  of  the  difference  between  the 
regional  distribution  of  the  currency,  and  the  regional  distribution  of  the  inflow  of 
silver  needing  to  be  coined.  During  the  general  recoinage,  the  money  that  was 
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circulating  in  the  provinces  all  had  to  be  reminted,  and  most  of  it  was  presumably 
taken  to  the  local  mint.  Thereafter,  the  “point  of  entry”  mints  resumed  their  pre¬ 
dominance.  The  contrast  is,  however,  exceptional,  and  may  be  a  result  of  the  very 
large,  even  excessive,  national  stock  of  silver  in  the  middle  of  the  thirteenth  century. 
If  we  look  back  at  the  Cross-and-crosslets  issue,  where  overall  the  provincial  mints 
struck  50%  of  the  coinage,  we  see  that  in  the  recoinage  of  Class  A,  they  struck  only 
about  53%.  The  total  is  unevenly  distributed,  and  certain  provincial  mints  were 
relatively  far  more  active  then  than  subsequently.  They  include  Norwich  and 
Thetford,  which  Stenton  pointed  out  were  more  prosperous  according  to  the 
Domesday  Survey  than  the  evidence  of  their  coins  would  have  allowed  one  to  suppose. 
The  amount  of  money  in  circulation  locally  would,  however,  be  much  better  revealed 
during  a  recoinage  than  at  any  other  time.  One  may  point  similarly  to  Oxford, 
Salisbury,  Bristol,  York,  Northampton,  and  Winchester. 

The  more  important  of  the  Long  Cross  mints,  on  the  evidence  of  the  recoinage 
of  Groups  I-III,  were  Lincoln  and  York,  each  with  about  6%  of  the  national  coinage, 
^  Norwich,  Winchester,  and  Northampton,  with  4-5%,  followed  by  Oxford,  Gloucester, 
Bury,  and  Exeter. 

In  the  Edwardian  period  the  number  of  mints  was  more  restricted,  but  the  pattern 
is  similar,  and  one  can  again  form  some  idea  of  the  amounts  of  coinage  circulating 
locally  by  studying  the  regional  distribution  of  minting  in  the  initial  recoinage  of 
Groups  I-III.  The  share  of  the  provincial  mints,  as  may  be  judged  from  the  following 
table,  is  around  30-35%.  Bristol  has  risen  to  prominence;  York  and  Lincoln  have  a 
respectable  output;  Chester  remains  unimportant.

One  could  extend  this  analysis  by  comparing  the  corresponding  percentages  from 
the  recoinage  of  Group  IXb.  And,  using  estimates  of  the  total  volume  of  the  currency 
in  circulation  (after  wastage),  one  might  look,  for  example,  at  the  amount  of  money 
in  use  in,  say,  Bristol  and  its  region.  Bristol’s  growing  share  of  a  growing  national 
^currency — from  3J%  at  the  recoinage  of  1158,  to  around  12%  at  the  recoinage  of 
W  1279—81 — may  be  largely  a  function  of  the  growth  of  the  port  and  its  associated 
commerce.

OBITUARY 

Professor  F.  C.  Thompson,  M.Sc.,  D.  Met.,  F.I.M. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  we  record  the  death,  on  12th  August,  1977,  of  Professor  F.  C. 
Thompson,  aged  87.  He  was  a  most  distinguished  metallurgist  and  held  the  Chair  of  Metallurgy 
at  the  University  of  Manchester — where  his  association  began  in  1921 — for  many  years  before 
his  retirement  in  1957.  He  was  also  a  past  president  of  the  Institute  of  Metallurgy.  His  pro¬ 
fessional  career  went  hand  in  glove  with  his  love  of  numismatics,  and  he  submitted  a  number 
of  learned  articles  on  the  composition  of  coins  to  journals  such  as  the  Numismatic  Chronicle.  He 
was  the  Keeper  of  Coins  at  the  Manchester  Museum  from  1958  to  1976,  and  still  held  the  post 
of  Consultant  to  the  department  at  the  time  of  his  death,  and  was  always  pleased  to  place  his 
wealth  of  knowledge — particularly  of  the  Indian  series — at  the  disposal  of  the  present  incum¬ 
bent  and  his  assistant.  He  will  be  much  missed  by  all  his  many  friends  in  the  numismatic  world.

Wealth  of  the  Roman  World  A.D.  300-700.  Edited  by  J.  P.  C.  Kent  and  K.  S.  Painter. 
British  Museum  Publications  Ltd.  1977.  Pp.  190,  numerous  illustrations  (37  in  colour).  24.5  x 
18.5  cm.  Price  £5.50  ( cased ),  £2.40  ( laminated  card). 

The  British  Museum  here  draws  on  the  unsurpassed  national  collection  for  the  most  part. 
With  loans  from  abroad,  never  has  so  much  been  brought  so  tellingly  together  to  throw  its 
light  on  that  tiny  segment  of  late  antique  society  whose  doings,  for  part  of  the  period  at  least, 
have  been  readably  chronicled  by  John  Matthews  in  Western  Aristocracies  and  Imperial  Coart 
(1975).  The  setting  is  reminiscent  of  an  early  Christian  basilica,  and  there  is  a  tine  well-lit 
landscape  at  one  end  to  relieve  the  eye.  Indeed,  the  lighting  in  general  is  far  from  gloomy,  and 
one  hopes  that  the  era  of  the  blacked-out  show  is  drawing  to  its  unlamented  close. 

Among  the  British  material,  the  recent  hoard  of  Early  Christian  ritual  vessels  from  Water 
Newton  puts  in  a  handsome,  restored  appearance.  From  abroad  comes  the  little-known 
‘Munich’  treasure,  with  its  three  plain  bowls  containing  die-stamped  medallions  with  facing 
busts  of  the  Licinii,  all  very  coin-like  but  not  from  coin-dies:  they  look  inset,  though  the 
catalogue  is  silent.  These  vessels  bear  control-marks  from  Nicomedia  and  Antioch  mints ;  their 
weight  is  not  far  under  a  Roman  pound,  and  perhaps  they  are  an  elegant  variant  of  the  crude 
slabs  of  about  that  weight  given  as  donatives,  and  of  which  one  or  two  examples  are  also  shown, 
notably  one  from  the  Kaiseraugst  treasure,  Switzerland’s  Mildenhall  (also  represented  in  force). 
For  sheer  hieratic,  austere  and  singular  beauty,  however,  the  palm  goes  to  some  of  the  David  A 
plates  in  the  second  Cyprus  treasure,  and  our  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  Painter  for  painstakingly  ^ 
assembling  the  scattered  components  in  Nicosia  and  New  York.  It  is  interesting  to  find  that  the 
control-stamps  on  some  of  these  pieces  were  applied  before  the  decoration  was  raised :  there  is 
a  clue  in  this  to  the  organisation  of  the  industry. 

Coins  have  a  section  of  their  own  in  an  aisle  of  the  ‘basilica’.  Well  over  500  pile  uniqueness 
and  near  upon  mere  rarity,  and  that  upon  the  more  commonplace.  The  riches  of  our  national 
collection  are  breath-taking,  and  it  is  with  impatience  that  we  await  Dr.  Kent’s  concluding 
volumes  of  the  RIC  to  have  them  explained  with  full  numismatic  detail  and  commentary. 
Here,  however,  we  see  them  in  the  setting  of  the  gorgeous  contemporary  toreutic,  and  that  is  a 
real  eye-opener. 

The  catalogue  has  an  unponderous  introduction  and  introductory  sections  to  each  part,  all 
very  valuable.  For  coins,  brief  details  and  references  are  given,  with  weights  and  modules  in 
the  case  of  the  many  illustrated  pieces:  which  was  just  as  well,  for  the  photographs  are  repro¬ 
duced  at  no  readily  appreciable  factor  of  enlargement.  The  colour-plates,  including  some  coins, 
are  sharp  but  greenish.  Of  other  criticisms  I  have  but  two.  A  good  deal  is  made  of  the  control- 
stamps  on  plate,  but  they  are  naturally  not  very  visible  in  the  exhibition  itself,  and  might  in  a 
catalogue  of  permanent  worth  have  been  illustrated  (on  the  two  blank  pages  at  the  end?)  with 
photographs  or  drawings ;  and  one  very  much  hopes  that  the  British  Museum  has  not  absolutely 
abandoned  the  time-honoured  procedure  of  giving  a  list  of  lenders  with  their  loans,  a  most 
useful  feature  here  deficient:  the  general  acknowledgements  are  not  adequate,  if  one  wants  to 
run  down  a  particular  item. — George  C.  Boon 

LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR,  FROM  THE  PRESS,  ETC. 

William  Booth  the  Forger  of  Perry  Barr. — A  Postscript  to  my  article  published  last 
month — Two  specimens  have  since  been  shown  to  me  of  counterfeits  from  the  Philip  Collection 
in  the  City  of  Birmingham  Museum.  They  consist  of  a  blank  and  a  Bank  of  England  Three 
Shilling  Token,  first  type  with  the  lauriate  and  cuirassed  bust.  On  the  token  have  been  stamped 
the  words,  S.  Ingley' s  Counterfeit  and  on  the  blank,  A  Counterfeit  blank  of  S.  and  S.  J.  Ingley  4ft 
who  were  tried  at  Warwick  Assizes ,  1814,  and  transported  for  14  years.  These  were  used  as  evi-™ 
dence  at  the  Ingley’s  trial,  and  probably  marked  with  these  words  after  the  event  by  Philip, 
assumed  to  be  Matthew  Boulton’s  natural  son. 

Something  about  these  pieces  rang  a  faint  bell.  As  it  grew  louder  so  the  questions  became 
greater.  Was  S.  Ingley  related  to  the  Richard  Ingley  who  was  Booth’s  servant,  and  who  gave 
Crown  evidence  against  his  employer  ?  The  name  is  not  a  common  one.  Assuming  there  was 
a  relationship  we  might  imagine  the  Ingleys  taking  over  from  where  Booth  left  off  Perhaps  one 
of  the  attractions  for  Booth  in  Ingley’s  service  was  that  he  too  came  from  a  coining  background. 
Richard  Ingley  had  been  given  a  small  trunk  by  Booth,  preceeding  his  arrest,  and  told  to  bury 
it.  The  trunk  contained  copper  plates  and  perhaps  coins  and  dies.  Though  Ingley  confessed 
the  location  of  the  trunk,  were  there  other  articles  buried  which  he  did  not  tell,  and  later 
removed  them  ?  Obviously  S.  Ingley  worked  over  the  county  boundary  in  or  near  Birmingham 
since  he  was  tried  at  Warwick,  but  what  were  S.  and  S.  J.’s  full  names  ?  Did  Richard  Ingley, 
prompted  by  his  wife,  betray  Booth  in  order  to  direct  suspicion  away  from  the  closer  family  ? 

These  counterfeits  ask  more  questions  than  they  can  answer.  Certainly  they  add  another 
paragraph  to  the  Booth  story,  and  the  intricate  relations  between  the  Birmingham  and 
Midland  coiners.

However,  I  was  astonished  to  see  that  exactly  the  same  mistake  occurs  on  the  George  III 
cartwheel,  penny  and  other  copper. 

As  I  doubt  whether  I  am  the  first  person  to  notice  this  error,  I  was  wondering  if  there  had 
been  any  discussion  of  it  at  the  time,  or  since.  I  do  not  recall  ever  having  seen  it  mentioned. —

An  appeal  to  numismatic  photographers.  The  techniques  of  coin  photography  have 
undergone  something  of  a  revolution  in  recent  years  and  though  one  still  sees  poor  photographs 
reproduced  from  time  to  time  standards  are  generally  quite  high. 

There  is,  however,  one  fault  that  is  surprisingly  common.  Many  photographs  are  taken 
with  the  source  of  light  coming  from  below  the  subject.  This  is  just  not  natural,  especially  when 
a  human  figure  or  head  is  involved.  In  nature  light  comes  from  above  the  subject,  even  if  it 
is  not  vertically  above,  and  there  should  be  highlights  on  the  forehead  and  shadow  under  the 
chin.  What  is  more,  if  two  photographs  appear  side-by-side,  one  lit  from  above  and  one  from 
below,  it  is  likely  that  the  viewer  will  receive  the  optical  illusion  that  one  coin  has  the  design 
incuse  and  this  can  be  most  disconcerting. — P.  J.  Seaby.
